pahaimook river, in Virginia, during 
.he year 1S63,; inv thei Civil War, -A. W.

the Fifth Wisconsin Volunteer Regi- 
ment, wrote to the Janesville:Gazette 
a letter describing what the' Wisconi 
sin. men had done in the battle, which 
vas a victory lor the Union side. The 
Fifth"Wisconsin.-took a.prominent- part 
n the fighting, ..although their losses 
were comparatively .small, and mem- 
bers of Company E were Janesville 
men .who had' enlisted soon after the 
Wiar of the 
Rebellion 
commenced; 


The-battle ocurred. on i the'-.seventh- of. 
November, 1863,-and tfce' letter, which 
was written November 12, -was pub- 
lished-in the Gazette o£ November :1S;

As most- women know some 
thing of the paper' bag,1 we,' shall- ^tell 
ot its value, and other things .vwill-fol 
low later. Of all that has -been said, 
written and demonstrated 
on paper 


bag cooking far and near within ;. the 
past few months, it would seem there 
was very little occasion or necessity 
for. further elaboration on the .sub 
ject. There are some things, however 
which are not clear to the house- 
keepers in the use of these bags. 
' 


Whenever a new departure, is. made 


in any science there is a reason. for 
it. 
This was true -of Mr. Soyer, the 


great London chef and originator . of 
this partic-ular method of cooking. In 
all his experiments -and tests he had 
a principle on cooking which he held 
constantly 'in mind. First, all fpods 
were improved in flavor; second, very 
little if any of the 
food1, value 
was 


destroyed; third, less attention was 
necessary while in the oven and less 
heat need be. used to accomplish all 
this; last, but not least, the 
heat 


must pass entirely around ^the 
bag 


while co.oking. It is. not a new inven- 
tion, but never before has it been ap- 
plied. as systematically as in the 
present series of 'experiments. 
I was asked the .other 
day,. "Can 


we cook everything in these hags?' 
You have heard, no idoubt, of 
the 


great painter, who, when asked how 
he mixed his paints, replied: 
"With 


brains.hsir.". We need this same ele- 
ment well..- mixed, with all cooking, 
but parttculaily when some new, ad- 
vice or method is used, such as paper 
bag cooking, brains must be greatly

.these principles ' t o - t h e work. -For 
instance, Mr. Soyervstates, "the.bags 
must be laid on a wire broiler so the 
heat can .pass entirely, 
around the 


food." The broilers-in our-ovens are 
made from 
wires too. far apart, to 


have the experienced housekeeper try

and never once have I had

bag break and' the heat and air cir- 
culating around it, made it seem even 
stronger than when it went into the 
oven.

string and season.. Butter ' a good- 
sized bag. The chicken'itself, supplies 
so much steam and fat that less but- 
ter .than usual, is ..required.' Put 
in 


the ehicekn, breast up, fold the bag 
and seal. -Cook in the lower part of 
the oven,- 'keeping "a .'moderate! 
heat. 
A four or five-pound chicken, will 
take forty-five 
to sixty minutes. If
